Traditions Regarding the Death of Sir 
Cloudesley Shovel. 

Of the almost complete wreck of a 
squadron under Sir Cloudesley Shovel 
on the rocks of the Scllly isles, togeth¬ 
er with the death of its gallant com¬ 
mander, the greatest seaman of the 
age, a number of curious traditions 
are associated both with the events 
leading up to the catastrophe and the 
fate of the celebrated admiral. 

The outstanding feature of the catas¬ 
trophe is the mystery of Shovel’s 
death, which will probably never be 
solved, and the latter turns upon the 
admiral’s emerald ring. One story goes 
that the body was picked up on the 
Shore by a soldier and his wife and 
buried by them on Porth Ilellick 
sands. A spot is still shown at Porth 
Hellick as being the burial place of the 
admiral, and, according to tradition, 
grass has never grown upon it. Subse¬ 
quently the identity of the corps# was 
discovered. The remains were exhum¬ 
ed and conveyed to London via Plym¬ 
outh, where they were embalmed. La¬ 
dy Shovel rewarded the soldier with a 
pension for life and received from him 
the ring found on her husband’s finger. 

Another story is that Paxton, the 
purser of the Arundel, discovered two 
St. Mary men quarreling over the pos¬ 
session of a ring. He at once recog¬ 
nized it as Shovel’s ring and inquired 
from which body it had been taken, 
and when that was found he knew 
and claimed the body. Lastly, there is 
the startling narrative of foul play— 
viz, that many years after the wreck 
an aged woman confessed to the par¬ 
ish minister on her deathbed that, ex¬ 
hausted with fatigue, one man who 
had been washed ashore on a hatch 
reached her hut and that she had mur¬ 
dered him to secure the valuable prop¬ 
erty on his person. She then produced 
a splendid emerald ring tqken from 
the finger of her. victim and identified 
as the gift of Lord Berkeley to Shovel. 

The responsibility for this ?tory rests 
upon the admiral’s grandson, the Earl 
of ltomney. Modern research reports 
rather in favor of the murder theory. 
The ring was eventually recovered, and 
altered into the form of fi locket and 
set with diamonds it is a precious relic 
' of the Berkeley family. 

The theory as to how it passed into 
the possession of the family of the 
original donor is that Lady Shovel re¬ 
ceived it from the murderess, as stated, 
and bequeathed it at her death to Lord 
Berkeley. Several old works of refer¬ 
ence contain the baseless story that 
Lady Shovel was aboard the Associa¬ 
tion and was drowned along with her 
husband. By the way, her ladyship’s 
ghost is supposed to walk at midnight 
in the avenue of May place, Hartford, 
Kent, once the home of the Shovels.— 
London Globe.

MONEY BASED ON GOLD DUST 


An Issue of Scrip In Denver Which Was 
Unique In the Financial History of 
America—Some of It Redeemed In 
Gold When Gold Was Above Par.

The need of a circulating medium i 
brought into existence a curious cur¬ 
rency among the Mormons of Utah in 
the early days. They had a fairly abun¬ 
dant supply of gold dust, but no form 
of money. When taxes were collected, 
for instance, they were paid in gold 
dust. The tax collector was often un- 
uble to give fractional change and had 
to issue due hills for small amounts. 

Finally so great became the need for j 
a convenient circulating medium that 
the suggestion was made by some of 
the leaders that the circulation of the 
Kirtland uotes be authorized, the com- I 
rnunity to stand sponsor for them. And ; 
this .was adopted. 

The Kirtland notes were the product 
of a hank of the wildcat species which 
was In operation in 1S37 at Kirtland, | 
O., where under the leadership of Jo¬ 
seph Smith the Mormons had a settle¬ 
ment. The institution was known as 
the Kirtland Safety Society bank and 
issued notes in the denominations of 
$1, $3, $5 and .$10. 

Fully $50,000 worth of these uotes 
were said to have been issued. Then 
the bank failed, not having at the 
time of suspension more than $5,000 
with which to redeem its issue. The 
result was that the notes became ab¬ 
solutely worthless. Many 7 of the Mor¬ 
mons kept their notes, regarding them 
as curiosities, while others retained 
possession of them in the faith that 
the prediction of Smith would one day [ 
he realized, he being reputed to have | 
said that the notes one day would be j 
as good as gold. 

The action of the Mormon leaders in J 
Utah in 1849 made this prediction i 
come true, for the Kirtland u6tes at! 
once went into general circulation and 
were placed on a par with gold. Each 
and every one of them was redeemed 
at (ho Mormon headquarters in gold 
dust,* of which there seemed to he a 
greater supply than of representations 
of money. 

There were two Issues of paper mon¬ 
ey or script In Denver, which were re¬ 
deemed in gold. Some of them were re¬ 
deemed at a time when gold was at a 
premium and so deserve to be ranked 
among the curious currency representa¬ 
tions of which this country has seen 
many examples. 

In September, 1801, the firm of C. A. 
Cook & Co. of Denver issued notes of 
the denominations of 19, 25 and 50 
cenls^gud $1. This firm conducted a j 
large general merchandise business, in 
the course of which they handled great 
quantities of gold dust, the latter at 
the time being the only circulating 
medium in Colorado or Kansas terri¬ 
tory, as it was then called. 

Later the firm dropped the merchan¬ 
dise business and took up banking, 
j Great need was felt for fractional 
currency which would lie worth as 
i much as gold and at the same time 
j save the inconvenience of handling the 
gold dust. To supply the prevailing 
need, Cook & Co. issued these notes, 
which were all- finely engraved on 
steel and bore the promise of the firm 
to he redeemed in gold dust. 

The notes were snapped up by every¬ 
body, but more particularly the iner- 
| chants, and it was not long before 
i Cook & Co.'s notes were in general cir- 
i dilation in Denver and the contiguous 
mountain regions. They were prompt¬ 
ly redeemed whenever presented and, 
j being redeemable in gold dust, were 
preferred to the regular United States 
currency. They were the smallest gold 
| notes ever issued. 

Some time after the banking house 
caught tire and was entirely consumed. 
At great risk the senior member of the 
firm entered the burning building and 
j rescued the stock of gold .dust, which 
amounted to something like $83,000. 

The following day the holders of the 
uotes, fearing a possible loss on ac- 
11 count of the fire, asked for the redemp- 
| tion of their notes, which was granted 
; in every instance. But this seeming 
] want of confidence so provoked Mr. 
! i Cook that after the las' note had been 
; redeemed and canceled he determined 
’ never to Issue another, and thus ended 
an Issue unique lu America’s financial 
’ i history. It is not probable that a 
specimen of this interesting series of 
notes is in existence today.—Washing- 
i ton Tost.

Gomersal pocketed the casket and 
stomached the criticism in silence, but 
when he reached home he wrote to the 
conqueror of Waterloo and respectful¬ 
ly pointed out that the omission was 
of set purpose and*absolutely true to 
history, “Boney” being in the fcnbit of 
dispensing with a snuffbox and taking 
the powder loose from his waistcoat 
pocket, which he had made lined with 
chamois leather for that purpose.

Th« Victim of an Insistent and Com¬ 
pulsive Habit of Action.

Few children are quite free from ob¬ 
session. Some must step on stones;

some must bite the nails or pull the 
eye winkers. 

Consider the nail biter. It cannot be 
said that he toils not, but to what end? 
Merely to gratify an obsession. He 
nibbles a little here and a little there; 
he frowns, elevates his elbow and in¬ 
verts his finger to reach an otherwise 
inaccessible corner. Does he enjoy it? 
No, not exactly, but he would be mis¬ 
erable if lie discontinued. 

» It is during childhood that we form 
most of the automatic habits which 
are to save time and thought In later 
life, and it is not surprising that some 
foolish habits creep in. As a rule, 
children drop these tendencies at need, 
just ns they drop the rules assumed 
in play, though they are sometimes so 
absorbing us to cause inconvenience. 

An interesting instance was that of 
the boy who had to touch every one 
wearing anything red On one occa¬ 
sion his whole family lost their train 
because of the prevalence of his color 
among those waiting in the station. 

The longer these tendencies are re¬ 
tained in adult life the greater the dan¬ 
ger of their becoming coercive. And 
so far as the well established case is 
concerned, the obsessive act must be 
performed, though the business, social 
and political world should come to a 
standstill. 

A child who must kick posts is father 
to the man who cannot eat an egg 
which has been boiled either more or 
less than four minutes, yho cannot 
work without absolute silence, who 
cannot sleep if steam pipes crackle 
and who must straighten out all tan¬ 
gles of his life, past, present and fu¬ 
ture, before he can close his eyes in 
slumber or take a vacation.

Their chef according¬ 
ly prepared a great frosted cake, upon 
which he executed in confectionery a 
representation of George Washington 
after having familiarised himself with 
the life and achievements of bis sub¬ 
ject. As represented in sugar, Wash¬ 
ington wore a turban on his head and 
a great sash across his breast, he was 
smoking a long pipe and before him a 
chorus of dancing girls were perform¬ 
ing. This was the way the greatness 
of George Washington looked to the 
Arab chef. 

In China many amusing instances of 
a similar kind may be found. “Pil¬ 
grim’s Progress” as recently translat¬ 
ed and illustrated by,- native artists 
shows Christian with a long pigtail, 
the dungeon of Giant Despair us the 
familiar wooden cage of Chinese crimi¬ 
nals, while the angels are arrayed in 
the latest productions of reking dress¬ 
makers. 

A Chinese publication once described 
Americans as “living fbr months with¬ 
out eating a mouthful of rice” and nev¬ 
er enjoying themselves by “sitting 
quietly on their ancestors’ graves; but, 
instead, jumping around and kicking a 
ball as if paid for it.”-—Pittsburg Post.

“Did it sound like the screech of a 
planing mill turning out clapboards for 
a barn?” 

Two nods. 

“Would you have minded any of 
those sounds in the daytime?” 

A shake of the head. 

“Now, I have no doubt you think 
that the seeming loudness of these 
sounds was due to the contrasting si¬ 
lence of the night. Hut take another 
test. You have been in love?” 

Um-um (without utterance). 

“And do you remember how much 
softer and warmer and more thrilling 
was the touch of your best girl’s hand 
as you strolled with her on the way 
home from singing school at the witch¬ 
ing hour.of half past 9 p. m. than it 
was when you called in the forenoon 
to ask if .you might escort her to the 
aforesaid vocal exercises?” 

An unspoken yum yum. 

“Was it the night silence that added 
the finishing touch? 

“It was not,” the physician replied 
to his own question, noting his listen¬ 
er’s look of uncertainty. “Take another 
instance: You think you know how to 
write—a little.” 

A smile of gratification. 

“Well, you find yourself awake at 
night and thinking. A gem of an idea 
suddenly sparkles in the darkness. 
You surround it with epigrams, and 
while elaborating the setting you fall 
asleep. What does this jewel amount 
to in the morning?” 

A sigh. 

“There you are. You recall the idea 
and some of the epigrams and a little 
of the setting and all of it so common¬ 
place that you wouldn’t think of try¬ 
ing to make anything presentable out 
of it. 

“The fact is,” the physician went 
on, “the night magnifies. At night our 
pleasures- are more keen, our pains 
more distressing, our small successes 
are triumphs, our little failures are 
disasters, our faintly cherished hopes 
appear before us as things realized, 
our small worries as overwhelming 
calamities. 

"You find yourself awake in the 
night, and your thoughts wander back 
to some time in your youth when in 
the presence of those older and wiser 
you—as yoy now see it—were guilty of 
some slight breach ip deportment or of 
some little offense to good taste In 
speech, and you dwell upon the con¬ 
demnation that must have fallen upon 
you. In the morning if what you were 
dwelling upon so seriously occurs to 
your mind at all you smile and say to 
yourself that if your fault was noticed 
by anybody at the time it was too 
trivial for any one but you to remem¬ 
ber. 

“The night magnifies*” the physician 
repeated. “Such things as I have men¬ 
tioned prove it. It is partly due to the 
silence, but more to ourselves. To ac¬ 
count for the latter would keep me 
talking. 

“But take it for granted that what¬ 
ever your cause for worry at night it 
will look smaller by daylight and re¬ 
fuse to dwell on it. If your anticipa¬ 
tions are pleasant, nurse them, and 
you will fall asleep. In the morning 
you will not be downcast because your 
magnified hopes of the night seem un¬ 
likely to be realized.” — Washington 
Tost. 


Origirt gnd History of This Feature of 
English Securities. 

Almost all the debt of England con¬ 
sists of the funded debt, so called, and 
the greater part of this is made up of 
“consols,” which is an abbreviation of 
“consolidated stocks,” of which we 
read every day in the papers, and the 
price of consols is the financial pulse 
of England. 

Consols were created in 1752 by stat¬ 
ute 25 of George II., chapter 27. But 
no scrap of paper ever represented a 
consol until, to facilitate commerce, in 
1S70 a statute was passed allowing the 
government to issue certificates to rep¬ 
resent them. The property that'all the 
world asked the price of every day was 
unrepresented by any monetary securi¬ 
ties until 1S70, and even now very few 
certificates have been issued. 

Now, this is a consol, and this is its 
history: Originally some one had loan¬ 
ed the government £100, and the gov¬ 
ernment had caused his name to be en¬ 
rolled on its books as a creditor, from 
whom it had received that amount 
and to whom some day it might, if it 
chose, repay it. It need never do so, 
but until it did it must pay him an an¬ 
nuity \>f £3^that is, lie received 3 per 
cent on his money ■(is long as the gov¬ 
ernment chose to keep it, but the gov¬ 
ernment could pay it back at any 
time it chose to do so. This creditor 
then owned a consol—that is, he owned 
such a debt from the government as 
just described. 

If he wished to transfer what rights 
he had—that is, his 3 per cent per an¬ 
num—and the right to his £100 when, 
if ever, the government chose to return 
it, he could go to the Bank of England 
with his transferee and receive the 
purchase price from him, and the stock 
would be transferred to the man pay¬ 
ing the consideration, and that man’s 
name would be placed on the govern¬ 
ment’s book in the place of the for¬ 
mer owner, and thereafter the trans¬ 
feree would receive the £3 a year and 
the £100, if it was ever paid back. But 
no paper passed except the receipt for 
the purchase money which was given 
by the buyer and which the bank offi¬ 
cial checked with a red mark. 

These receipts were not certificates 
of ownership aud were seldom pre¬ 
served, never except for purposes of 
identification when the new owner 
went to draw liis first dividend. After 
that they were destroyed. It is-true in 
old times the owner of a consol was 
given a tally, which was nothing but a 
block of wood with notches on it split 
in two so that a portion of each notch 
should be on each half, and the gov¬ 
ernment kept one half and the owner 
of the stock the other. 

These showed the state of the ac¬ 
count between the government aud its 
creditor, but this was an antiquated 
system of keeping accouuts, brought 
down from the days when writing was 
little known, end at last they were 
abolished by act of parliament and 
burned. There Were so many of them 
that when they were thrown into the 
furnaces these became superheated, 
and the parliament houses burned 
down, which perhaps served the au¬ 
thorities right for keeping the anti¬ 
quated system so long. 


It Was Gambled Into Existence by the 
Lottery Route. 

The British museum, famed all over 
the world, was born of a lottery. It 
was in 1753 that the trustees of Sir 
Hans Sloane offered to the nation for 
£20.000 the wonderful collection of 
coins, manuscripts, printed books and 
natural history curiosities. As an ad¬ 
ditional inducement to the state to pro¬ 
vide house room it was pointed out 
that the Ilarleiau collections of manu¬ 
scripts could still be secured for the 
nation on payment of £10,000 and that 
the collection of Sir Robert Cotton, al¬ 
though nominally the property of the 
nation, was so carelessly housed that 
a large part had already been destroy¬ 
ed by fire.. 

The government refused to find the 
cash, but declared its readiness, after 
the true British sporting manner, to 
alloxv the public to gamble the British 
museum into existence. A lottery w r as 
therefore authorized of 100.000 three 
pound tickets, £200,000 to be distribut¬ 
ed i(s prizes and the balance to go to¬ 
ward the purchase of the Sloane col¬ 
lection. The scheme proved success¬ 
ful. although the manager of the lot¬ 
tery fell into disgrace and was fined 
£1,000 for taking an illegal premium. 
In this sordid fashion was the British 
museum planted and watered in the 
palace of the Montagus in Bloomsbury. 
Its first days were far from prosper¬ 
ous. An income of £000 only was 
available from the great gamble. Two 
bequests brought the total up to £2,448, 
leaving, after payment of the few sal¬ 
aries, about £100 to make fresh pur¬ 
chases. 

But the need for the expenditure in 
this direction was rendered less neces¬ 
sary by the rapidity with which fresh 
collections of enormous value poured 
into Montagu House. The great tree 
has. in fact, growm so rapidly as well 
nigh to baffle the art of the gardeners 
to find light mnl air ami room for the 
spreading branches. The reading room, 
which in the old building could accom¬ 
modate only five readers, can now 
seat nearly 500. Reckoning the miles 
of shelving devoted to books, the mu¬ 
seum is easily the largest in the world. 
By cunning arrangements forty-one 
miles of shelf room have been found 
for the forest of books that now min¬ 
ister to the enlightenment of the uni¬ 
verse. The Bibliotheque Nationale, in 
Paris, the largest in the world, can 
boast of only thirty-one. — London 
Chronicle.

Prize Money In 1762. 

To the English victors of Havana 
belonged the spoils, and very rich and 
important these were. 

Besides the nine Spanish men-of-war 
found intact in the harbor, which 
added to the three sunk at the en¬ 
trance and to one or two others cap¬ 
tured outside iu the course of the op¬ 
erations formed about one-fifth of the 
naval power of Spain and seriously 
crippled her for the rest of the war, 
no less an amount than £3,000,900 was 
realized in prize money by the cap¬ 
ture of this wealthy city. ■ Of this 
great sum we are told that Albemarle 
and Pocock as commanding respective¬ 
ly the land and sea forces received no 
less than £122,(197 each, while Commo¬ 
dore Iveppel’s share amounted to as 
much as £24,539, and doubtless his 
brother, Major General Keppel, receiv¬ 
ed an almost equal sum. Thus the 
Keppel family benefited by tills expe¬ 
dition to the tune of considerably over 
£150.000, and It is recorded that Gen¬ 
eral Eliott with his share 1 of the prize 
money purchased the estate of Heath- 
field, iu Sussex, from which he after¬ 
ward took Ills title. Such were the 
solid rewards obtainable in war in the 
eighteenth century, when the profes¬ 
sion of arms was for the successful 
soldier considerably more lucrative 
than It Is today.

Plants That Poison One Another. 

It Is a matter of common observation 
that grass does not grow so well close 
to trees as in the open. The same Is 
true of grains. Experiments in Eng¬ 
land and in this country have shown 
that the deleterious effects of the near 
neighborhood of g?ass and trees are 
mutual. The tree suffers as well as the 
grass and grain. This is especially 
true of fruit trees. The cause is as¬ 
cribed to the excretions by the trees, on 
the one hand, of substances poisonous 
to the grass and by the grass; on the 
other hand, of substances poisonous to 
the trees. It thus appears that the fail¬ 
ure of grass to grow well near trees 
should not be ascribed to too much 
shade nor to the exhaustion by the 
tree roots of the food supply needed by 
the grass.—Exchange.
